mandamus 
proceedings 
against 
the 


auditor to compel him to pay fees 
under the old law, instead 
of sal^ 


aries under the law of 1897— the law 
which is now in force in that county. 
Itseems that in 1897 the legislature 
provided that justices should be paid 
a fixed salary, instead 
of fees, 
pre- 


cisely the same way as the last legis- 
lature tried to abolish the fee busi- 
ness inAmador county, except that 
itdid not go to the extreme of mak- 
ing the salary system 
applicable to 


those in office at the time of the 
passage of the bill. It was made to 
take effect at the commencement 
of 


the next official term.

Inthe death of Mr. Parks Amador

For over thirty 


years he 
has 
occupied 
a prominent 


place inthe management of the mines 
of this county. 
Prior to his advent 


here he was connected with the mines 
of VirginiaCity and White Pine coun- 
ty, and afterward had charge 
of the 
Indian Valley mine in Plumas county. 
In1873 he came to Amador county to 
take charge of the Keystone mine at 
Amador City. 
All the underground 


development work was intrusted to^ his 
care, and under his management 
the 


property paid handsome 
dividends for 


fourteen years. 
In1887 he surrendered 


his position at the Keystone 
to take 


charge as superintendent 
of the Ken- 


nedy mine, and held that position up 
to the timeof his death. 
To his judg- 


ment and foresight is due the fact that 
the Kennedy has been. made the most 
lavish bullion producer, and by,far the 
largest employer oflabor the county has 
ever known. 
He always adopted

policy ofkoeping up development work,

scene the victimwas dead. 
The pistol 


was held close to the right temple, 
the 
balllodging inside the skullon the left 
side of the head. 
The wound would 


cause death in a few minutes. 
Onlyten 


minutes 
elapsed 
from the time that 


Mrs. Love left the sick chamber 
and 


her re-entry. 
No writing was left to 


throw any light on tho tragedy. 
The 
jury returned a verdict that death was 
caused by a wound in the head, caused 
by a pistol shot tired by the deceased.

Sarah A. Love and R. I.Kerr. The 
witnesses stated that the deceased 
had 


never in his conversation made any re- 
marks that wouldconvey the idea that 
he ever contemplated 
suicide.

conducive to sound repose. 
The action 


of the heart 
is also interfered 
with 


considerably, and the lungs are unduly 
compressed. 
ItIs probable that lying 


on the back Is the most natural posi- 
tion, but few men can rest easily so, 
and hence it Is best to cultivate the 
habit of sleeping on the right side.. -It 
is very largely a matter of habit, and 
the sooner Itis acquired the better. 


Lying on the Right Side. 


Originally the headdress of the popes 


was only a cap, but Clovis, king of the 
Franks, 
to show 
his respect 
to the 


church of Rome, sent to the palace of 
St John In Lateran a royal crown of 
gold,

Anastaslus,

The Pope Hormisdas placed upon the 
tiara this crown, which was at that 
time nothing more than a circle of 
gold surmounted by leaf work, being 
much such a. coronet as Is nowadays 
borne by marquises in France.

to wear 
the tiara 
with one 


crown only up to the time of Boniface 
VIII., but this pope, having claimed 
authority over things temporal as well 
as spiritual, wished to mark this dou-' 
ble dominion on the pontifical tiara, 
on which he placed 
two crowns In- 


stead of one. 
Ultimately Pope John 


XXII. added 
a 
third 
crown.— St. 


James' Gazette.
